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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-14 
and 16-22 are allowable because none of the prior art of record suggests: (a.) a main 
mold part receiving the light source and light guide plate, a receiving container having 
an opening through which the light-amount control sheet is partially exposed, the 
receiving container being coupled to the main mold part so as to fix the light-amount 
control sheet to the main mold part, and a sub mold part being coupled to the receiving 
container so as to fix the second optical sheet to the receiving container (claims 1-6); 
(b.) a receiving container receiving the light source and the light guide part and having 
an opening formed at a bottom surface thereof, a main mold part being coupled to the 
receiving container, and a sub mold part being coupled to the receiving container 
coupled to a position corresponding to the opening of the receiving container (claims 7- 
11); (c.) a container receiving the main backlight assembly and having an opening 
exposing a portion of the second surface of the light guide part, a sub backlight 
assembly disposed on the second surface of the light guide part corresponding to the 
opening of the container, a sub mold part fixing the first optical sheet to the main 
backlight assembly (claims 12-14 and 16-18); a container receiving the first mold frame 
and having an opening exposing a portion of the second surface of the light guiding unit, 
a second backlight assembly unit disposed on the second surface of the light guiding 
unit corresponding to the opening of the container (claims 19-22).
